Several R ealm s Against 
Discharge 
of Bankrupt May Re L w d Ry Cred­ 
itors to Frustrate Plan. 


Offer of a composition has been 
made by J. L. Butt, Esq., an adjudged 
bankrupt, to pay th** claims of hii 
creditors, it is learned. 
According to a notice to be given to 
all creditors, Mr. B utt has present­ 
ed a petition to J. Donald Swope, Esq., 
referee in bankruptcy, for a corn­ 
ix aition based on 
the 
alternative 
proposition of 2 0 per cent in cash for 
all claims, or a negotiable promissory 
note, payable without interest in five 
years for the full amount of all un- 
-ecured debts. 
A meeting of the creditors for the 
purpose of hearing the composition 
petition ha.s been fixed for Friday, 
June 20, at IO o’clock at the office 
of Referee Swope. 
It* was learned this morning that 
if the composition is approved by a 
majority in amount and cum bers of 
the creditors on June 20, Mr. Butt 
would have to deposit in cash in bank 
an amount sufficient to pay all costs, 
taxi-* arnj^ preferred claims, and the 
amount ot the eompositi#n offered. It 
would then be necessary for the dis­ 
trict court to approve the composi­ 
tion. 
Any creditor, it is pointed out, can 
object to the proposed composition for 
any one of several reasons that are 
bars to the discharge of a bankrupt. 
It is generally understood th a t the 
composition will meet with opposition 
on the part of some of the creditors, 
and it is therefore considered doubtful 
if the nlan of Mr. B utt for discharge 
as a bankrupt will be successful. 
Pending disposition of the composi­ 
tion m atter, the creditors’ petition for 
an order for sale of the Allison farm , 
located just north of Gettysburg, west 
of the Biglerville road, divested of all 
its liens and encumbrances, has been 
granted by Mr. Swope. 
Sale of the farm will take place, 
unless the district court a t Scranton 
approves of the composition in the 
m eantim e and no objections are filed 
by creditors, it is stated.

LEOPOLD AND LOEB 
PLEAD NOT GUILTY 


Prosecutor Works On Sanity 
Angles Of Franks Murder 
Case. 
KLAN’S PLEA FOR 
WATSON DENIED 


Chicago, June IO.—Nathan Leopold, 
Jr., and Richard Loeb, millionaires* 
sons who confessed kidnapping and 
killing Robert Franks, will enter pleas 
of not guilty when arraigned Wednes­ 
day on indictments charging murder 
and kidnapping for

Saw Loeb’ Driving, Says Chauffeur 
The principal discrepancy 
in 
the 
fission of the boys who said they se­ 
lected a schoolboy at random and kill­ 
ed him for excitement was believed 
by Mr. Crowe to have been cleared up 
Monday with the statement of a chauf­ 
feur who said he saw Loeb driving 
an automobile with Leopold a short 
time before the kidnapping. 
Both Loeb and Leopold said in their 
confessions that they drove the auto­ 
mobile in which the Franks boy was 
kidnapped and slain, each accusing 
the companion of doing the killing. 
Carl Ulving, the chauffeur, said he 
knew Loeb quite well and had waved 
at I)*™ as the car passed and that 
Loeb returned the salute. 
Taken Before Grand Jury 
The chauffeur was taken before the 
grand jury, as was a railroad employe 
who found the ransom note addressed 
to Jacob Franks, father of the slain 
boy, in a Pullman car in New York. 
Several university 
students 
who 
knew the youths were also questioned, 
the State’s Attorney explaining that 
he hoped through them to prove that 
the accused boys had 
never 
shown 
symptoms of insanity. 
Notes taken by each of the youths 
when the confession of the other boy 
was read to him were made public by 
the State’s Attorney office.

The statement was dictated by Mil­ 
ton Elrod, former publicity man for 
the klan.

JAPAN STILL OBSERVING 
“GENTLEMEN’S AGREEMENT 


Washington, June IO.—The 
State 
Department was informed Monday by 
the Embassy at Tokio that the Jap­ 
anese Government intends to abide by 
the “gentlemen’s agreement” at least 
until the new immigration law' be­ 
comes effective. 
The information was g :ven as a re­ 
sult of a report that the Japanese 
Cabinet had approved an appropria­ 
tion of 150.000 yen to cover losses by 
Japanese steamship companies incur­ 
red in supplying passage of special 
steamers to the United States to Jan- 
anese who desire to arrive in this 
country before July I, hut who are 
otherwise unable to do so because of 
lack of steamship accommodations* 
Foreign Office Attitude 
The attitude of the Japanese For­ 
eign Office was set forth by the 
Embassy as follows: 
“Most of the applicants for passage 
to the United States are persons who 
have been visiting in Japan and are 
anxious to return now to the United 
States in order to avoid any question 
as to their status as returning immi­ 
grants under the changed regulations 
which come into force July I. 
The 
Japanese Government is giving the 
same careful scrutiny to all appli­ 
cants for passports as in the past. 
“The Japanese Foreign Office 
is 
afraid that this situation might be 
misconstrued to the effect that Japan 
was no longer observing the terms of 
the ‘gentlemen’s agreement,’ and it 
desires, therefore, to emphasize the 
tact that the Japanese Government in­ 
tends to abide by that agreement at 
least until the new law becomes ef­ 
fective.”

Simmers is not known to have had 
any enemies. 
On Saturday night, 
however, several men were arrested 
in front of the Simmers home. Police 
believe that this arrest may have had 
something to do with the wrecking 
of the sawmill. They are investigat­ 
ing this clue. 
This is the second sawmill in this 
section wrecked in the last year. One 
owned by John Cline was dynamited 
after Cline’s home had been burned. 
Everything has been quiet until the 
trouble Monday. 
The Simmerses are friends of John 
Cline and at both of his trials they 
testified for the defense.

lieved that enemies of Cline, because 
of this friendship of the Simmers for 
Cline, probably took this method to 
retaliate.

The Simmerses have conducted a 
restaurant in Smithsburg for a num­ 
ber of years and have never had any 
trouble with anyone, it is said.

Richmond, Va., June IO.—The larg­ 
est capture of liquor made by Federal 
prohibition agents in the past four 
years was reported Monday by R. A. 
Fulwiler, Federal director for 
Vir­ 
ginia, on the return of operatives to 
headquarters here. 
The raid was made in Dinwiddie 
county, a total of 450 gallons of newly 
distilled rye liquor being seized. 
Two Men Arrested 
The liquor was found in a house oc­ 
cupied by William Scott and Charles 
Goinos, both of whom were arrested. 
The liquor was evidently being stor­ 
ed to be sold after the new State law 
goes into effect. 
A fter June 15, the minimum penalty 
for distilling will be six months im­ 
prisonment, 
and 
bootleggers 
and 
moonshiners believe that 
this 
will 
cause an appreciable rise in the price 
of liquor, it is held. 
Several big moonshiners, it is under­ 
stood, plan to quit operations after 
the new law becomes effective. 
Thought Storing Rum 
Meanwhile, they are believed to be 
m anufacturing ys much liquor as pos­ 
sible now and storing it for future 
sale. 
Figures compiled at State prohibi­ 
tion headquarters showed that a total 
of 223 men were arrested and 2,385 
gallons of distilled intoxicants were 
destroyed during May.
